All Russian Government 
at Omsk Changed Fol-| 
lowing Coup of Council 
of Ministers—Washing- 
ton Views the Situation 
With Optimism. 


Viadivostok, Tuesday, November 
19—(By the Associated Press.)— 
Through a coup on the part of the 
council of ministers of the new all- 
Russian government at Omsk, yes- 
terday, Admiral Alexander Kolchak 
has become virtual dictator and 
commander of the all-Russian army 
and fleet. Two ministers, M. Avk- 
sentieff and M. Zenzenoff, who op- 
posed Admiral Kolchak’s dictator- 
ship, have been arrested. The di- 
rectors of the erstwhile Ufa gov- 
ernment support Kolchak. 

Telegrams received here from 
Omsk state that the move “was due 
to extraordinary circumstances and 
danger menacing the state.” The 
council of ministers has assumed 
authority and transferred it to Ad- 
miral Kolchak. The latter has ac- 
cepted the responsibility and it Ts 
announced has entered upon his du- 
ties as supreme governor.

The activities of the radical wing 
represented in the all-Russian Zov- 
ernment forced the militarist and 
conservative elements to 
counter measures, according to 
Lieutenant Gencral Horvath, prom- 
inent among the leaders in the anti- 
Bolshevik movement in Siberia, who 
gave his view of the coup. These 
measures, he said, included the ar- 
rest of many members of the left of 
the social revolutionists, among 
them four ministers and assistant 
ministers. 

“The government, 
this accomplished fact,” General 
Horvath explained, “found it advis- 
able to declare the directorate abol- 
ished and to transfer temporarily 
the superior authority to a supreme 
governor, whose power is limited by 
the council of ministers. In other 
words, there is mutual responsibil- 
ity.” 

The change in the government 
was accepted by the people and the 
troops without disorder. 

Lieutenant General Boldireff, the 
noted military expert and a member 
of the Ufa directorate, is expected 
at Ufa shortly and negotiations are 
proceeding to bring him into line,

The success of the coup, in the 
opinion of General Horvath, rests 
with the United States, France and 
England, who he believed, 
not withhold recognition of the 
order, since the personnel of the 
ministry and the policy of the gov- 
ernment remained unchanged.

Later in 1917 he 
visited this country at the head of 
a naval commission from the Keren- 
sky government. 

After the Bolsheviki gained ascen- 
danecy in Russian he went to Siberia, 
where in May, of this year, he was 
elected director of the Chinese East- 
ern railway and co-operated with 
General Orloff in an effort to free 
the eastern portion of that railway 
from the Bolsheviki.
